BY RED CROSS MEN

An American Pictures Scenes in
Subway Dressing Station
Near Trenches.

SURGEONS LABOR ENDLESSLY

Captain, Priest, Private and German
Lad, All Dying, Get Tender Care
From Overworked Hospital
and Ambulance Aids,

The work of the Red Cross surgeons
nnd stretcher bearers at the front In
France was never more vividiy illas-
trated than In a recent letter forward-
ed to Ameriea, It was written by
Phillip ©, Mills to Mr. Ellot Norton,
head of the Volunteer Motor Ambu-
lance corps which Mr, Mills was sery-
ing, The communicution was private,
but wus made publle hecanse of the
clearness with which it sets forth the
seenes amid which the sorgeons and
ambulance workers labor, doy after

day. The text follows:

“Tonight T wm %itting in a small un-
derground cellar of a publie building/
acting as a sort of timekeeper for the
curs (ambulances) golng up to our
maost dungerous post, nnd handling the
regerve cars for wounded In the town

itself. The whaole world s passing
here—French, Amerleans ; living,
wounded and dying.

“A lopg, heavily arched corrlder,

with stone steps leading down to it;
twn compartments off to one side, lined
with wine hing, where our réserve men
and a  few French  brancardlers
(sireteher benrers) are lying on their
gtained stretehers, some snoring; be-
yond, a door that Jends to a little siek
ward—the most pathetie little room I
have ever seen—with four beds of dif-
ferent slzes and ¥inds on one slde, and
slx on the other, taken, evidently,
from the roloed houses near by: and
one tired Infirmier (hospital attendant)
to tend and goothe the wounded and
dying.

“Tn the hed nearest the door a
French priest, shot through the lungs,
with pnenmonla setting in. his black
beard pointing stralght up, wolspering
for water,

“Next to him a lHttle German lad,
hardly nineteen, and small, with about
slx hours to live, calling—sometimes
serenminge—for his mother, and then
for wuter,

“Next to him a French captain of
infantry, his arm off at the shoulder
and his head wounded—weak, dying,
but smiling.

“And next to him a tirailleur (Infan-
tryman) in delirium calling on his
colonel to charge the Germans,

“The Infirmier [s going from one to
the other, spothing and walting on each
in turn, He asks me what the German
is saving, and I tell him he is ecalling
for his mother.

#iAh, this s a sad war!" he says, as
he goes over to hold the poor lad's
hand.

“A hranecardier comes in with o mes-
sage: A blesse (n wounded man) at
Belleville—very serious.

“Thiz is a reserve car eall, so one
slides ont and is gone llke a gray ghost
down the ruined street, making all the
gpecd its driver ean—no easy matter—
with no lght4, In twenty minutes he
is back., The brancardiers go out.,
They come in again bearing the wound-
ed man on a streteher and place it on
the floor. One of them, who 18 a priest,
Ienns over him and asks his name, and
his town. On answer (o the gquestion
what his wife's name I8, he whispers
*Alice,! while on the other side an-
other  brancardler 18 slitting  the
clothes from his body—and I shiver
with the pity of It at the sight I see,

“The surgeon coties out of his little

operating room.  Weary with the
night's tragiec work—after so many,
muny other tragle nights—he douses
his head In & bucket of wuter. He

turns to the wonnded man, gently foels
his nose, lifis up hiz ¢loged eyelid, und
at his nod the streteher is agoain Hoed
anid the wounded man is earried into
the operating room, and soon after Into
the little room of Borrows,

“In answer to my eager question, the
surgeon shakes his head,

“iNot u chanee,

“A brancardier and T gather the sol-
dier's belongings from his clothes to
he went to his wife, but even we have
to stop for a few minutes after we
gee the photograph of his wife and
thelr two Uttle ehlldeen,

“An hour later, ns our night's work
is slncking up and severnl ears have
driven up and been unloaded, the in-
firmler comes in from the lNttle room
und something (o the brancars
dlers. Two of them get o stretcher,
nnd In n the ‘hilesse from
Bellevile™ eomes pust us with u sheet
over him. They luy bim down at the
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other end of the room and another
hrancardier begins rolling and tying
him In burlap for burial, A% T look
lie changes to a shapeless log,  Then,

put to the dead wagon with It
“Qoon after, T go into thy little ward

nealn to see how the others are coms
Ing through the nlghit. and am glad to
gee them all quieted down, Even the
little German  seoms In paln,
though his brenthing still ghinkes the
heavy bed he les on.

"Through a chink T see that day I8
beginning to and 1 hear the
chief's enr coming in from the sap, and
know that the night's work 2 over.”

The American Red Cross has un-
dertaken to eommunicate any letters
of inguiry to Germany or Austria
from the United States concerning
relatives or friends. Messages are

sent thru the International Red
Cross al Geneva, Switzerland, the
answers are sent back to the Red

Cross at Washington, and from there
are forwarded to their destination.
These letters may be sent as often
as every six weeks, but must be
short. Any time American soldiers
are taken ].TI'i:il\IIL'!'S thev ecan com-
municate with their people here
thru the Red Cross,

In the 2,600 Red Cross chapters
that there are now in this country a
new system of accounting has been
adopted that will be uniform. Each
chapter has tosend a complete fi-
nancial report every month to the
divisional headquarters at Chicago.
All chapter aceounts are audited by
the chapter’s own auditing commit-
tee, and are then audited by the
war department. There are now
more than 4,000,000 Red Cross mem-
bers in this country.
